Our staff is responsible for this agency's systematic 
declassification review of all records, documents, and information 
originated by or clearly attributed to the Central Intelligence Agency 
or its predecessors in accordance with Section 5E of Executive Order 
11652, the National Security Council Directive of 17 May 1972, and 
Section 3(d) (1) (viii) of Executive Order 11905. A preliminary examination 
of our records indicates that your agency may have been the recipient of 
some of this material. 

In order to better plan the work ahead of us and to eliminate any 
unnecessary duplication of effort, we would like to determine how much 
of this material which was originated prior to 1958 has been incorporated 
into your agency's permanent records holdings and may eventually be 
retired to the National Archives. We would like to know whether CIA 
originated material can be separated from your agency's holdings without 
destroying the integrity of your records. If so, we would accept its 
return. If not, we can at least determine when it might arrive at NARS 
and anticipate the need to review it at that time. If we can identify 
exactly which items various agencies are holding, we can demise a 
system to review our original copy of the document and avoid having to 
separately review each duplicate copy which may have been distributed. 
Obviously we are anxious to avoid any compromise of intelligence sources 
and methods due to premature declassification of CIA originated material. 
We are also interested in learning how our materials are handled and 
safeguarded by receiving agencies. 

We would be pleased to meet with your representatives at your 
convenience during the next several weeks to discuss these particular 
point s and our declassification review program in general. Please call 
me at | to arrange a meeting.

This is in response to your letter of December 7, 
1977, requesting an inventory of CIA originated material 
that may be in the possession of the Office of Tariff 
Affairs prior to 1958. 

As your letter anticipated, there are no records 
of any kind prior to 1958 that are kept in this office 
or any office of the Treasury. They are all in National 
Archive warehouses located in New Jersey. The location 
and the identification of all materials that pertain to 
the work presently responsible for the Office of Tariff 
Affairs, which was created in 1971, is by itself an 
unbelievably time-consuming task. We have discovered 
this in efforts to obtain various documents that have 
been sent to our Archives for other purposes. Further- 
more, I know of no document that has come to the 
possession of the Office of Tariff Affairs, since its 
creation in 1971, that has been provided by the Central 
Intelligence Agency. While it is obviously conceivable 
that documents received prior to 1958 were supplied by 
CIA, the chances of their being in those files are 
remote . 

In view of the almost impossible task of inventoring 
those documents that would properly be under what is now 
the Office of Tariff Affairs prior to 1958, in addition 
to the unlikelihood that files pertaining to the work of 
the Office of Tariff Affairs include material from the 
Central Intelligence Agency, I do not think it is appro- 
priate for us to conduct an investigation into the 
Archives to determine if such records exist.

1. On 6 January, Mr. Gary Barron of NSC (telephone num- 
ber 395-4970) responded to my invitation to Records Review 
Branch for a briefing on our systematic classification review 
program and lunch with some members of Information and Privacy 
Staff (IPS) . The briefing was not among the smoothest that I 
have delivered. Mr. Barron thinks fast and out loud. Actual- 
ly, the briefing turned into a guided discussion. 


2. After a starting walk through the branch, he con- 
trasted our expanding program with the shrinking one at NSC 
where the staff had decreased under the press of personnel 
reductions from about six people to only himself. He spends 
all his time responding to requests made under the provisions 
of the mandatory review and the Privacy and Freedom of Infor- 
mation Acts. He has no idea where he is going to find time 
to implement a systematic review. He presented me with the 
latest draft of the President’s Executive Order on Classifi- 
cation and Declassification of National Security Information 
and Materials, praised his computerized printout, met Jim 

invited Jim over to NSC to see the computer set-up, 
Compared the NSC records and control systems with those of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said most CIA material received 
was finished intelligence, and that the repositories of arch- 
ival NSC records are the Presidential Libraries. These would 
contain plenty of CIA documents and derivative information. 


3. Despite the irregular format of our meeting, I got 
across to Mr. Barron our program story, scope, and distinc- 
tion from that of IPS. He was not prepared to discuss CIA 
records in statistical terms. I said we could take that up 
later as our liaison continues.

Dear Mr. Adams: 

We have reviewed the three groups of records submitted under cover 
of your letter of 10 July 1978. Concerning the first group, we propose 
simple destruction of the National Intelligence Surveys which our Agency 
provided as perishable reference works. The remaining 13 documents of 
the group constitute part of your archival holdings. These were, however, 
created by the CIA which is thereby responsible for the final classifica- 
tion review of them. Our review decision is stamped on each document. 
Classification was retained on some, downgraded on others, and removed 
entirely from a few (declassification) . The three remaining documents 
may be declassified if the government agency noted on the stamp as having 
classified information therein acquiesces. 

We have found that the documents included in the second and third 
groups- -those created by personnel at the Board of Governors --fall into 
two categories: 

(1) those for which we have no objection to declassification, 
and 

(2) those which must remain classified at a level no less than 
CONFIDENTIAL. 

We propose that each document be stamped as appropriate with one of the 
inpress ions shown below and filled in with my reviewer number, action taken, 
and date.
